Masher used to get behind the ciirtadn 
on any and every occasion that pre- 
sented itself, and when ho did he was 
made the victim of some practical 
joke generally gotten up by props. 
One night I think we overdid the busi- 
ness, as we ruined his suit of clothes 
and almost broke his neck. On this 
occasion he had been in the wings 
about five ininntes, waiUng for Miss M. 
to appcarfrom the dressing room, when 
Props espied him. The lattor picked

rock, went 


to 
tho 
property 
room, gave

a fresh coat 
of paint, and then 


walking 
hurriedly 
by where 
Mr. 


Masher was standing, managed to 
transfer the paint to the back of his 
stylish coat. The paint was white, the 
•\oat black, and the results accordingly. 
the "acsidont" w«s not noticed by the 
masher, as he had become used to being 
jostled iibout by tho. supers and actors, 
tind he was soon the object of sly winks 
and smiles aiaong the regulars on the 
stage. Tho amusement provoked by 
tho joke incited Props to anoth-er at- 
tempt, which was successful, although, 
!t was almost the moans of causing the 
masher's death. 
Props conceived the 


idea of letting him down one of the 
traps, and, selecting flic one at tho es- 
itreino upper end of the stage behindl 
tho last run (,it being a double one 
about live foet long), h« opened it and; 
placed a mattress at tho bottom to 
catch his vic-tim. When all was ill 
readiness he sent one of tho, supers to 
inform Mr. Mushor that Miss M. wished 
to see him on tho other side of the 
stage. Ho started to comply with all 
Iiastc. Love lent swiftness to his feet, 
and a moment afterwards fear lent 
strength to his voice. It wse very dark; 
behind tho last run of (hits, but ho 
found the trap, nevertheless, and, with 
an unearthly shriek, ho sank clown, 
itown, until he struck Iho mattress, a 
Distance of only four foct. 
Did voril 


ever fall in the dark:1 Yes? well, 
then you know how it is. The trap 
Was quickly closed by myself and an- 
other boy, and when tiio stago mana- 
ger camo back to sec what was the mat- 
ter all was regular and quiet as the 
grave. I never did learn .how the 
fcnasher found his way out of the pit, as. 
the only exit was through a narrow1 
door that led into tho back yard, wbicl* 
was always closed unless one of the 
traps were in use, but I suppose Props 
had arranged to let him wit. Wo did 
not see his highness behind the scenes 
ngain for some time, and ever ai'tcr- 
fward ho' gave us all a wide berth. Ilej 
is now a rising young lawyer and 
crty owner in Idaho.—Detroit 
Cliaff.

Among the petitions presented was one 


by Senator Sherman from the Society of 
t'l'icnila praying that provision bo made 
lu the pending Spanish treaty for tlio set- 
tlement by arbitration o{ any difference 
that may arise between Spain and tho 
United States. Rcferrrd. 


The following bills were Introduced and 


referred: 


By Senator Beck: To create a revenue 


commission. It provides for the forma- 
tion of a commission to be composed of 
the Secretary of the Treasury (ex-o£Bcio,) 
five members ol the House of Represent- 
atives and three Senators, to examine 
and report to Congress on or before the 
second Monday of December, 1885, what 
changes or modifications ought to be 
made in the existing tariff and internal 
revenue laws. 
In the Senate a resolution calling on 


the Secretary of State for a report, as to 
what treaties ratified by the United States 
had since been abrogated, was adopted. 


Mr. Morrlll gave notion that he should 


call up the resolution with regard to the 
pending treaties next Wednesday and Mr. 
Bock introduced a bill to create a com- 
mission to report on the modification of 
the Internal revenue laws. 


At two o'clock the Chair laid before 


the Senate the unfinished business, which 
was the inter-State commerce bill, Mr. 
Wilson (ol Iowa) having the floor. Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Sewell read prepared 
speeches on the question.

and Mr. Sewell justified the practice ol 
pooling rates.

Mr. Smith (of Pennsylvania) presented

preamble and resolution: 


WHEREAS, It appears the President of 


the United States has empowered Hon. 
John A. Kasson and Gen«ral W. S. San- 
ford to represent this Government at, 
what is styled the "International African 
Conference" at Berlin to consider the 
question of the erection and maintenance 
of a State In the basin ol the Elver Con- 
go; and 
WHKKBAS, Such alliance as this confer- 


ence seems to import Is a departue from 
the traditional policy ol tlio Government 
ol the United States, and the House of 
Representatives Is without official infor- 
mation as to the reasons which may have 
induced the President to accredit the 
Representatives to take part in such con- 
ference; therefore, be it 
Resolved, By the House of Representa- 


tives, that the President be requested to 
inform this body, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, whether he has 
so accredited Hon. John A. Kasson and 
General W. S. Sanford as delegates to 
represent the United States m the Con- 
ference, and if so, he is respectfully in- 
vited to state the reason which Impelled 
him to take such a step. II ho lias 
so accredited said Kasson and Sanford, 
he is further requested to inform the 
House whether in the letter of authority 
to them or otherwise there- were any con- 
ditions affixed to or limitations placed 
upon the exercise of their authority as 
such delegates, and if limitations and 
conditions are prescribed which such 
delegates havo made known to the Con- 
ference thi'Bliralt of their authortty,|or 
whether 
they 
appeared uncondition- 


ally, 
and 
apparently 
with 
full 


powers to act as delegates representing 
the United States in the Conference as- 
sem'ik'd to discuss tho question of erect- 
in" and maintaining n new State on the 
continent of Africa; and the President is 
further requested to impart to the House 
such information us may be in his posses- 
sion tending to show whether the new 
State to be erected and maintained by 
tlio powers 
taking part iu the Con- 


ference is to be Republican or mon- 
archical in form; the President is also re- 
quested to give his opinion as to whether 
ttie appearance of the delegates from the 
I'nitcd States in such International Con- 
ference would not estop tills Government 
to deny the rightlulnc.ss of auy future al- 
liance, that European sovereigns might 
make, to set up on the American continent 
a government of any such form a*might 
set-in wise whenever occasion for such in- 
terference might arise. Referred. 


Quite a number of bills for the settle- 


ment of private claims, granting pen- 
sions, etc., were introduced under the 
call und referred to appropriate commit- 
tees. 
Motions to suspend the rules being in 


order, Mr. Cassldy (of Nevada) claimed 
the floor on a motion to suspend the 
rules and pass Senate bill for a public 
building at Carson City, Nev., and the 
bill was passed without division. 


Mr. Hiscock (of New York) was next 
recognized and renewed his motion of 
last session to pass a bill repealing after 
July 1st, 1885; the internal revenue on 
tobacco, snuS, cigars, and on fruit, spir- 
its and permitting alcohol and distilled 
spirits to be withdrawn from bond with- 
out the payment ol tax. 


Mr. Mills (of Texas) demanded a sec- 


ond rending which was ordered 87 to 75. 
After debate, the vote was taken and re- 
sulted: yeas 77, nays 128, not even a ma- 
jority voting to suspend the rnles. 


Mr. Mills (of Texas) moved to suspend 


tho rules and pass Senate bill appropriat- 
ing 8100,000 for a public building at 
Waco, Tex. Agreed to without debate. 


Mr. Kelfer (of Ohio) moved to suspend 


tho rules, tako from tho Speaker's table 
the Mexican pension bill, and concur iu 
thu Senate amendments. 


Mr. Hammond (of Georgia) demanded 


a fccc >nd reading, which was ordered, 78 
to US. 


MV. Hammond opposed the 
Senate 


amundmenU, winch, lie said, were voted 
for iu hopes that conseivatlve Democrats 
would -.Mike them off. He asked If Mr. 
Keller could tell tUthin a thousand mil- 
lion dollars what the bill would cost. lie 
assc-tcd that no man who had a proper 
regard lor his reputation would hazard a 
guess as to the cost. 


Mr. Tovuishoud (of Illinois) was not 


satlstled with the Senate amendment) and 
hoped the House would not consider the 
Senate amendments, and thought a belter 
bill could be bad through a conference 
committee; and if this motion failed, he 
should still press thu bill in the House to 
the extent of raising a question ol con- 
sideration against the Inter-Stato com- 
merce bill. He thought there was no 
better way to deplete the Treasury than 
by its distribution among tho soldiers. 


Mr. Reed (of Maine) would have pre- 


ferred to consider the Senate amend- 
ments, but tho 
rules ot the Sonata, 


framed to prevent the transaction ol bus- 
iness, would prevent any consideration, 
and it mnst be passed under suspension 
of rules, if at all. 
The House by a vote, yeas, 129; nays, 


85, refused to suspend the rules lor tho 
purpose indicated by Kiefer, not two- 
thirds voting in the affrmative.

Some Sound Advice to Farmers Who Kcer 


Coins—What Brings Success. 


It seems a little strange that dairy- 


men should continue to keep the same 
number of cows, or even loss, year 
after year, when they might add not 
only to the number, but also to the 
product, by adopting soiling, in parl, 
at least. To-day the most successful 
are those who have recognized tho im- 
portance of the full ration for their 
cows, and maintain it as long as the 
profitable flow continues. It is a fact 
that with some dairymen their cows 
are for several weeks each year in 
sio-ht of "famine land," and the messes 
of milk arc not in the aggregate suffi- 
cient to pay for attention, let alone a 
profit to make dairying a paying 
business. It seems to be a modern 
fact that succulent foods do prolong 
the milking period of a cow, and this 
,is one of the chief things a farmer 
should strive after. There are two 
losses, I think, made at this very point. 
There is loss in the condition and 
thrift of a cow, which has to be re- 
trained to secure tho hoped for result, 
and the other is, that for the cow to 
give ft "little mess" for four months, 
where she might be made with proper 
food to give three times the quantity, 
and finally dry off and "recuperate 
for four months or PO, is to break 
down the milking habit and destroy 
what better food and longer seasons in 
milk would have stimulated into 
greater activity. 
Of course all this 


implies breaking out of old orthodox 
ways, but progress is as apparent 
(or should be) iu the dairy as anywhere. 
The expense account of a farmer knows 
no halt, ani if tho income stops there 
has to be a "mad rush" in the spring 
to assist this item that stopped to rest, 
and overtake the other which never 
stops or tires. 
One of the principal 


causes why so many farmers fail is be- 
cause they do not make the income ac- 
count continuous, or by special exer- 
tion make it proportionately larger, so 
as to leave a surplus at the end of the 
year. From this, one is led to believe 
that it is in securing one's self against 
these lessening of yields that will in the 
future make dairying pay. 
One of the 


chief causes for the small average yiold 
of milk is from the fact that the last 
half of the season there is a steady de- 
crease in tho feeding value of. the pas- 
ture, by the ripening of the grasses, the 
woody character, and hence indigesti- 
bllity of the greater part of the food, 
and, 
finally, made almost worthless by 


frost anil washing rains. 
Then it is 


that forethought guards against all this 
by providing bridges over what is abso- 
lute loss to so maiiy. Are the cows we 
regard as phenomenal milkers sub- 
jected to all the ups and downs of a 
summer pasture? 
On the contrary, 


they are fed to a certain standard of 
prodxietion, and the yield is maintained. 
The lavish feeder also has his harvest 
in case of drought, for by feeding ho 
has his average yield, whiln other 
dairies aral only giving 
starvation 


messes; and even it' the good Lord 
should send abundant September rains, 
the dairy that has shrunk so badly will 
not return to a great flow; but the 
grain-fed dairy that has been tided 
over, and paid for its gram twice ovoi 
at that, does show a great gain, 
and therefore a double profit. 1 am 
inclined to think the ]New England 
farmer is making a big point _with a 
means wo in Ohio aro iaugluu"; at, 
scoffing at, calling 
a 
"sour-krout 


factory" nnd all that, and that is tlio 
silo. "If they can lill their great pits, 
and by the 1st of October begin feeding 
their ensilage and keep up tho flow of 
milk until far into thu winter, and by 
having a fow fresh cows to bridge the 
chasm between the two ends of tha 
milking season sell forty-lwo-ccnt but- 
ter all winter in Boston and New York, 
it sooms to me that wo had bettor ex- 
periment at little before calling thorn 
lunatics, and declaring that thoy are 
feeding injurious food to their stock. 
Did any one ever hear of a New England 
farmer having his ensilage butter re- 
turned to him as unsalable? Did any 
one ever hear of his dairy getting off 
their feed, and dying from hungor and 
other dire calamities, by feeding en- 
silage? If lie, with ensilage, can make 
No. 1 butter, and havo his cows look 
and appear as if "on summer grass," 
should not we Western farmers look a 
little more thoroughly into this matter 
before wo decide against it? There is 
not a doubt but Ohio dairymen hava 
got to make longer seasons and get a 
larger average yield, and make dairy- 
ing more continuous, or else we will 
hear something drop, and to our dis- 
advantage. We can not longor afford 
to laugh at the success of other dairy- 
men, 
and dismiss it as "new-fangled" 


and "visionary." Their succes* is from 
iuorr> and abundant foods, calculated 
to stimulate the milk flow, and is se- 
cured bv soiling in some of its forms, 
nnd by that, and that alone, is the suc- 
cess secured.—Thomas Emslcij, in Ohio 
Farmer.

year old. A pound 
of pork is

after he weighs a hundred pounds; 
therefore, m soon as a boo; is large 
enough to muke Jfood pork, it is best to 
kill liim, if the weather is cool enough. 
For home use pork from a ho£ that 
will dress three 'hundred is better than 
fj-jiii one that will dress six hundred. 
The old piMPtioe of getting a pig in the 
autumn to keep OM.T winter, and not 
killmp; him until he i<s about eighteen 
montlid oldis being very generally aban- 
doned, and the practice of killing twice 
a \ ear U brooming very general.
